Aprogram called Youth for Understanding made it possible for 

‘these students to come to America. 

Youth for Understanding is one of the largest and most 
successful exchange programs in the world. YFU was started 
in 1951, with the first American students living in European 
countries for a year. 

You can learn how to write and say a modicum of words in a 
foreign language, by taking a class or using a text book that is 
50 years old. But what happens when you are forced to speak 
in a language you only know second-hand, just so you can 
speak with other people? 

The six foreigners did very well with communicating. In fact 

they fit rightin, and learned allthe slang words and phrases that 
most teenagers use today. 

Some popular phrases used by the exchange students were: 

"How come?" "So-000," "You're crazy!" and "Gimme a break." 


They not only spoke almost perfect English, but they participated 
in many school activities.
